The peo­ 
ple are now looking to Congress for relief, 
but Congress is uh* much engaged in pre­ 
paring (or the next campaign to give the 
people a good Postal Savings system, one 
which will save workingmen and widows 
in the United States millions of dollars a 
year.

W a sh in g to n , Btry 22—The new pension 
bill which Senator Ingalls has reported 
from the Committee on Pensions is of im­ 
portance to the 39,000 pensiones* of the 
United States. It is a compromise for the 
bill which has been pending in Congress 
so long for the payment of arrears ot pen­ 
sions, and provides that all pensioners of 
the war of the rebellion shall be entitled to 
pensions from the time their application 
was Sled, instead of from the time the last 
evidence was submitted, as is the law at 
present, but, in cases of invalid pensioners, 
whose names have already been placed on 
the rolls, the arrears to which they are en­ 
titled under this bill shall be computed at 
the rate ot pension named in the original 
certificate. 
This bill will afford great re­ 
lict lo those whose pensions have been de­ 
layed on account of the inability of the 
Pension Office t-> examine applications. 
Since the clerical force was cut down, 
three years ago, the accumulation of unex­ 
amined pension applications has grown to 
the enormous number ol 20.000.

A Bad Case of Usury. 
The Virginia City, Nevada, Enterprise 
says: “We were yesterday told tho par­ 
ticulars of a case of a young man who is 
being eaten up by interest at about as 
lively a rate as though he were being de­ 
voured by a devil-fish. 
His case Is a re­ 
minder of the celebrated horse-shoe-nail 
problem. 
It appears lhat| in 187G, the 
young man not then of age, was the keep­ 
er of a restaurant in this city. On one oc­ 
casion he required some money and ta 
lawyer boarding with him loaned him $50 
the young man saying that, as interest on 
the sum, he would not charge the lawyer 
for his bourd uutil he paid him back his 
money. The lawyer said this was all right, 
and next day brought the boy a note, to 
be signed by him, in which interest on the 
$50 was charged at the rate of $1.40 a day, 
the lawyer saying this was about the value 
of what he was eating each day. The boy 
objected strongly to signing the note, but 
was finally induced to put fiis name to tho 
paper. The lawyer went on eating—the 
boy not finding it in his power to keep 
going and pay the $50— till tho restaurant 
'ousted' out. 
Finally the young man who 
had gone to work rn some restaurant in 
town, was sued on the note by the lawyer, 
who obtained judgment with interest at 
the rate of $1.40 per day. 
The young 
man’s wages amounting tot$llG, were at­ 
tached and gobbled, yet the note wa9 tar 
from being paid. Now the lawyer is 
going alter the victim again, and the prin­ 
cipal and interest yesterday amounted to 
just $725.50, not saying anything about 
what the lawyer ate and the $11G he got 
attaching the young man’s wages.”

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A Midnight Spectacle That Paralyzed the 
Watchers of a SuDposed Ooruse. 
A Richmond (V a) dispatch says: utiey 
erat months *go Airs. Marion Ulllitz, a 
highly respectable and wealthy ^German 
lady, wa9 taken ill, and, in order to receive 
proper nursing aud treatment, was remov­ 
ed to the Uosyital of the Little Sisters ot 
the Poor. rn the western part ot the city. 
She was very popular with the inmates of 
that institution, and duriug her stay made 
many iriends. About two week since Mr#. 
Hilliiz, who had been in bad he lith, grew 
suddenly quite ill. 
During her illness she 
received every attention Irom the good sis­ 
ters, and all that medical aid could do to 
alleviate her suffering was done, bhe grew 
worse, however, aud some of the physi­ 
cians came to the conclusion that she could 
not live much longer. 
Last {Saturday night Mrs. ililhtz died. 
The body was, according to the custom, 
shrouded aud laid out in the parlor of 
the institution. The good sisters, who had 
watched by the bedside so faithfully, were 
gathered by the side of the corps at mid­ 
night when the cleck struck twelve The sis­ 
ters did not grow weary in their faithful 
watch over the dead sister.
